Dua & Co. at 7% cents and corn went 
dowa Q% cectg d ring the week. Other 
staples were in close sympathy. Oats 
declined \yt cents, pork 50 cents a barrel, 
lard 37 cents and hogs 80 cents per 100 
potfod*, and oil % of a cent per gallon. 
As silver goes, so go the other leading 
articles of commerce. 


What does tbe dec 1 in9 in these staples 


mean? 
8'implv that gold is goiag up— 


that is, advancing in its purchasing pow- 
er. 
A.S the prices of everything" salable 


arrange themselves with the amount of 
actual money-gold—the decline of the 
one measures the advance of the other. 
Herein is the conspiracy of the gold trust 
as Senator Stewart has so aptly termed 
i t. By striking down silver, it has re- 
duced tbe volume of money, and as a 
consequence advanced its 
purchasing 


power. 
The prices of everything have 


declined and have not yet reached bot- 
tom. The whole industrial world is on 
the verge of paralysis. Silver and wheat 
and cotton and other staples of com- 
merce are scarcely worth producing, 
while all money is centering in tbe bands 
of the few. The masses are slaking into 
hopeless debt and bankruptcy. 


Ther* is too much intelligence, too 


-much manhood, too much freedom now 
«i» tb«world -t<* pormit these conspirators 
to succeed. They have already brought 
great distress OQ tlio p<ople of this coun- 
try and Europe. Tlieir schemes caunpt, 
however1, go much farther. 
Commercial 


panic is certain to ensue, unless they are 
soon checked. 
A great revolution is 


im pending, not a revolution of force, but 
of ballots. 
Tbe people are nwakeuing to 


the threatened danger and are demand- 
ing the only remedy— the remonelizatiuo 
of silver and its complete restoration to 
the coinage.—Denver News.

I palled and he palled. While it was 


stretching out, while it was expanding, 
it did not hurt me a bit; but when he 
let loose the other end that was con- 
traction and you may depend it wns 
not pleasant. 
[Great laughter.] 
Now 


the proposition is to put the rubber to 
the lips of the American people aud let 
(he National banks draw it out whenever 
they please.

tnltleda* he now is ngninst silver, or for 
a Congressman who upholds him, says an 
exchange, places the success of party 
above the prosperity of the State, am: 
joins with Eastern gold men to depress 
the prices of our products and further 
depopulate our mining

Stewart and Rowlands Denounce 


Old Parties.

The Silver Men 


The Electors 
and Field, 


In the Fight to Win — 
Instructed for Weaver 


Th* Silver Convention. 


\7iMMKUnccA, September 15.—The sec- 


ond convention of tbe Silver party of Ne 
varta was beld at Winnemucoa to-day tc 
instruct 
its 
electors, 
called 
Silver 


electors, to vote for Weaver sod fiold 
After the convention waa organized, 8ena 
•or Stftwart, iu bis address to tbe conven 
tioo, quoted th* plank in the platform ol 
tbe Democratic party in 1881, which he 
claimed was a free coinage platform. H< 
re.vi*w*d the administration of Preaiden 
Cleveland to show that b* disregarded the 
platform after bi» *l*otion and used ibt 
power of his administration to demonetize 
tiitver. 
He then quoted the plank in tbe 


platform of the Republican party in 1888 
which declares that tbe Republican part; 
is in favor of th* n«e of both gold and sil 
ver as money, and condemn* th* Demo 
c ratio administration for its efforts to de 
monetize silver. He then reviewed Fresi 
cUnt Harrison's administration, showiof 
that President Harrison had been sqnall; 
active with big predecessors in his effort* 
to demonetise silver, and that he DOW re 
(uses to use silver as money or pay it ou 
ta public creditors. 
He stated tbat the 


position takan by Harrison in his letter o! 
acceptance waa the most extreme position 
in favor of a gold standard takes by any 
President; that no President had ever so 
emphatically declared against tbe indepen 
dent aotioB on tbe part of the United State* 
in favor of the restoration of silver. 
Tbe 


declaration In the President's letUr in 
favor ot changing the ratio so an to make 
the silver in a siltar dollar eqnal to the 
gold in a gold dollar, if adopted by an in 
ternatlonal 
agreement, th* 
conference 


ttronld prevent the prioe of silver from ud 
vanomg in tbe- nxtrket, and would be a 
practical demonetization of tbat metal. I 
would accomplish all tbat the gold advo 
oates ever desired. 
Tbe Senator declared 


that th* friends of ailvar were in the Wes 
»ud in tbe Sontb, and tbat a union of the 
people of those sections was essential to 
resist th* aggressions of the gold monopoly 
which had already paralyzed the industry 
itul nearly ruined silver mining; tbat tb« 
refusal of Republican members of tbe silver 
Statis in tbe House ot Representatives to 
pin with tbe silver Democrats in defeating 
tho Force bill was a grave mistake, and 
teucied to divide the friends of silver and 
strengthen the hands of the enemies ol 
honest money. 
Tbe bill, lie said, passed 


tbe Bonne by only six majority. 
Three 


representatives from 
the 
silver States 


could have mads a (io and defeated the 
bill. 
Their refusal to do so wan a great 


misfortune. 
Tbe action taken by tbe sil 


ver Republicans in tbe Senate was jnst the 
reverse ol that taken by those in the House. 
The Silver Senators joined the Democrat* 
und defeated the Force bill, and th«ir action 
had 
a 
most 
beneficial 
effect 
in 


uniting the friends o'. silver and enabling 
thim to pass free coinage bills in the 
Senate, He insisted that Nevada mnst pro- 
tist against tbe eggrtgeisiona of the gold 
combination; tbat a vote for either Harri- 
son or Cleveland was a vote foi- an enemy 
of (b* paramount industry of Nevada, and 
tbat if Nevada continued to vote for gold 
men for President no on* ecold place any 
oonfid.no* in tbe sincerity of her motives 
or beliiv* that tba State was really in favot 
of free coinage. 
The Senator stated that 


«ja B. Weaver of Iowa was tbe only 


pre.T'teotial oaljdjdat* in tbe Beld who was 
in favor of il?" *'«• coinage of silver or 
whose poaiti >n on »b»t question harmon- 
ized with th* interests of Nevada. No 
matter what tbe consequences might be it 
waa the doty of every oitiz*n of Nevada to 
express by hi» vot* bis r*al sentiment*; 
tbat voting for either Harrison or 01 eye- 
land was worse than throwing votes away. 
Such action was strengthening and en- 
couraging to the enemits of free silver; 
that it was the duty of Navada to protest 
against the election of any advocate of tLe 
gold standard. 
He said tbat every reform 


movement most have B comnieno«ment-aad- 
that the movement inaugurated by O*neral 
Weaver was in tbe right direction; that 
Nevada oould not afford to check that 
movement, but mnst encourage and aiii u 
by her vote. He dtcUieJ that be would 
vote for Weaver and Field and advocate 
their election on the stamp throughout tbf 
t*te.

The ticket received no electoral 
votes. 
Indiana's nest representative 


was Schuyler Colfax, who \vas elected 
vice president along with General Grant 
in 1868. 
In 1872 no Indiana name was 


on any of the regular lick els. Btit after 
Mr. Oreeley's dentil the Democratic 
electoral votes were most of them cast 
for Thomas A. Hcndricks, and a few 
vice presidential votes were cast for 
George W. Julian. In 1876 Thomas A. 
Hendricks was the candidate for vice 
president on tho Democratic ticket. In 
1880 William II. English played a simi- 
lar role. In 1884 Thomas A. Hendricks 
resumed his place aa second on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. 
In 1888 Indiana for the 


first time had the first place on the 
presidential ticket. Benjamin Harrison 
was placed in the White House. This 
year he is on the ticket again. It is 
ihus seen that in every presidential cam- 
paign since 1868 Indiana has had vital 
.nterest in the result. — Indianapolis
